Detective Atkinson was grasped by several 
ofthe mob, hustled up to the side of Rich- 
@rdson, and there held until the murderous 
work was over. 

Volley after volley was poured into the 
bodies of the shackled and manacied negroes 
in the wagon until all of them were dead. 
Then the mob took the bodies out of the 
wagon, threw therm on the road and contin- 
ued to ure volley after volley into them. 

Richardson and Atkinson say there were 
fifty people inthe mob; that some of them 
wore no disguise, while others had their 
heads incased in a dark cloth, but that it 
Was 60 Gark it would have been impossible 
to recognize a single individual, even had 
the officers been well acquainted with the 
people in that part of the country. 

THE MOB DISAPPEARED. 

Having concluded its work, the leader, of 
the mob shouted: Forward, boys, guns 
were shouldered and the members of the 
mob walked back into the woods that lined 
the road and disappeared. 

The lynched negroes were all accused of ar- 
som, and all are said to bave belonged to an 
Organised band of Darn burners that hed in 
five years destroyed thirty-two barns, as 
many residences and other property of great 
value in the Vicinity of Kerrville, Lacy, Mini- 
ington and Bolton’s College, Tenn.

The truth is that the lynchings are the result 
ofa morbid and depraved public sentiment 
which has tolerated any and all criminal 
methods to stamp out and effectually 
prevent the successful opposition to 
the ruling oligarchy which bears the 
name of Democracy in the south. Lynch- 
ing is only one species of the iawlessness 
which damns that section of the country in 
the estimation of peaceful and law-abiding 
citizens everywhere. Hence it is bound to 
be detrimentai to the industrialland commer- 
clail interests of the sooth. It is nota race 
matter, however, and there will be no re- 
tallation from a race standpoint, The law- 
lessness is not the result of entipathy be- 
tween the white and black raees. But 
wherever local sentiment tolerates crime 
and lawlessness, as is true in certain sec- 
tions of the South, it causes peopleto accus- 
tom themselves to such things by force of 
habit. Consequently we find white men as 
well as colored men murdering one another 
and frequently whites and blacks murdering 
those of the opposite race. it won't result, 
as some Might imagine, in any general emi- 
gration of negsdves from the South.

NO JUSTIFICATION. 


Mr. Thomes Fortume’s Opinion of the 


Siaughter in Tennessee. 


New Tonk, Sept. i1.—Thomas Fortune, 
President of the Afro-American League, in 
an interview relative to the sextuple lynch- 
ing in Tennessee, said: 

It is very hard to get a correct report of 
these lynchings and their true causes from 
the spot where they occur. There can, how- 
ever, be no justification for a lynching of 
this character. Where these men who were 
slaughtered would only have suffered a 
few years in a penitentiary, even if the 
offense were proven against them, there is 
less than the ordinary amount of jJustifica- 
tion for slaughter, Its ems to me that this 
lynching in lennessee is on a par with and 
is as much open to excuse, as the lyaching 
of eleven Italians in New Orleans in 1892 and 
the lynching of three men in Memphis in 
1898. 
The bone of the wnole contention is not 
the offense but the method of meting out 
justice for a supposed offense.

The daring 
deed was concluded in so“brief a time that 
people hardly knew what had happened until 
Scidmore rushed into the streetandina few 
words told of the affair and what he Knew of 
the desperadoes. 


POSSES FORMED. 

A posse was quickly formed and started in 
quick pursuit of the fleeing band of robbers, 
The news spread like wlldfire. In an hour’s 
time every town within a radius of 100 miles 
knew ofthis,the most daring of the robberies 
since the bloody and reckless attempt of the 
Dalton gang at Coffeyville, over a year ago. 
Posses were organtsed and sent out in all 
directions scouring the country fora trace 
ofthe murderons gang. They were sent out 
from Brookville, Elisworth, Minneapolis, 
Tescott and Salina. A little before 10 a. m. 
Sheriff anderson and City Marshal George 
Myers left Salina and started for the hills 
aud ravines of the neighborhood of Brook- 
ville, about eighteen miles southwest of 
Salina. They evidently struck the right 
course, for within afew hours a majority of 
the parties had brought up within a mile and 
a half of Brookville. They had found traces 
of the gang up to this point. Just north of 
Brookville the pursuers caught sight of the 
marauders. Ihe parsuing party dashed 
madly oat tothe hills, but when in their 
close pursuit they lost track of the rob- 
bers. Thecountry adjoining Brookville is 
one stretch of broken, rugged hills and 
treacherous, deop guiches. It is a rough, 
ragged country, fit only for grasing. The 
robbeos evidently had this goalin sight as a 
refuge in which to elude their pur- 
suers. At any rate, they succeeded 
in getting out of sight for a 
time. At a later period the posse found their 
trall and saw them still making southward. 
A late dispatch this evening states that the 
officersand their deputies were still in hot

THE ROBBERS Ar LARGE.

The entire 
town of Dhants is In a state of ruin and the 
people are homeless and destitute. Uvaide 
cannot be reached from the east, owing to 
the high waters.

The tele- 
grams appeal for aid. Immediately upon 
receipt of these telegrams soliciting commit- 
tees were appointed by Acting Mayor Ellen 
dort of San Antonio and $700 in cash was 
raised within three hours in Lehail of the 
sufferers.

KING WITHOUT 4 CROWN. 


On the morning of Feb. 24, 1648, Louis 
Philippe, King of France, hearing a fusilade 
before the gates of his lace, and aware 
that it meant business, aMiicated in favor of 
his grandson, the Count of Paris. L 
scarcely necessary to say that this abdica- 
tion did the brave soidier no good. Much 
greater services and benefits were rendered 
the grandson by the former in the character 
of the education and bringing up which he 
received under the direct supervision of the 
latter. The father of the Count of Paris, 
eldest son of the King, had been accidentally 
killed. Of course the discipline to which the 
Count was subjected in his early lite 
did not drive tnoughts of a crown 
from the Counts bead. Otherwise he 
would have refrained in latter years from 
issuing manifestos, which simply meade 
him ridiculoue and would have had the good 
sense not to have mixed up with the silly 
conspiracy which resulted in the andign fed 
fight from France of Gen. Boulanger and 
cost the Dachess d’Uzes $3,000,000. The 
severity of his early education,in the course 
of which ne was taughito appreciate tre 
humbiest phases in private life, did, how- 
ever, Make him a much more useful member 
of society in the world at large, and a bet- 
ter man, than for instance is son, the 

resent Dake of Orieans, whose most ii- 
ustrious achievement has deen a mock 
heroic attempt to serve France asa private 
soldier, and a notorious liason with a prom!- 
nent operatic queen. * 

The Count found time during bis career to 
take ve „ part in gur civil war and to 

* . a miftary point, tis thought 
to be the Dest Mistory of the t conflict. 
It is by no means surprising, that even after 
seeing the 1 a Republican form of 
government as he sas them on his second 
Visit here in 1 and even though his life was 
fullof activity rather than dreaming, he 
should have kept the crown of his ancestors 
in view tothe end of his days, for if there 
ever was a mortal who seemed to have plain 
ealling toward a scepter so far as right of in 
heritance is concerned, Be was that man. 
His claim to the crown of France was dy no 
means based on the fact that his grandfather 
abdicated in his favor when be was a mere 
boy. In fact that had no wem whatever 
outside of the ranks of the Orleanists. It by 
no means Commanded the fealty of the Le- 
gitimists during the life of the Count de 
Obam bord, bat when on the 44th anniversay of 
the Oirth of the Count of Paris, the Couat of 
Uhamobord died, every Legitimist in France 
acknowledged his title complete. 

The Count was born in Paris Aug. 24, 1848. 
Atthe time of his grandfather's death he 
was 10 years old. But he doubiless recalled 
many times after the exciting scenes in the 

ubiie square when the soldiers who bad 

oeummoned to sustain the throne of the 
King, answered with the slogan of the revo- 
lutionists Vire la Reforme. In vain the 
Geputies tried to announce a Regency with 
the 10-year-old boy as sovereign, the rabble 
broke into the chamber and only confusion 
reigned. A second revolution bad been pro- 
claimed in France and the widowed mother 
of the Count and his young Drother were 
forced to fee from the country. They went 
to where the young Count was 
educated. 


ON AMERICA® SOIL. 


The especial interest which Ameriean 
readers Will feel in connection with the 
Count of Paris dates from Sept. 153, 1861, 
when as a young man of 24 he landed on 
American soll. He crossed the Atlantic on 
the old side-wheeled stramer Africa, and as 
it was 10 p.m. Wien she reached her dock 
be and his feliow-iravelers remained on 
board until the next morning. ihe fact is 
also worth commenting on that the leading 
New York newspapers devoted less than a

give up Mazie Stanley, a St. Louls woman, 
first became acquainted with the object of 
his infatuation early in July, 1893. They 
met on E. M. Fulton’s steam yacht Spend- 
thrift. Ar. Fulton had invited a party on 
board, among them the Stanley woman, 
who was to meet a young man 
who did not come. Mr. Clarke was then in- 
vited, and Decame enamored of Masie Stan- 
ley as soon ashe sawher. She had apart- 
ments at the Hotel Vendome and Clarke lav- 
ished money upon her. He took little in- 
terest in the affairs of Hunter, Clarke & 
Jacob, of which he was a member. In the 
autumn of 1883, Clarke and Miss Stanley were 
to be of a party of European tourists, but at 
the last moment Clarke said he could 
not go, and Miss Stanley stayed in New 
York and wept through disappointment. 
Then she and Vlarke went to live at the Ho- 
tel Bartholdi as Mr. and Mrs. Staniey.

The history of 
France and England in North America 
can no more be written, after Parkman, 
than an The Declineand Fall of the 
Roman Empire“ after Gibbon. 

THIRD TERM TALK. 

The Republicans are very shrewdly try- 
ing to throw into the Democratic camp a 
political bombsliell in the shape of a third 
term agitation. Such a projectile explod- 
ed in the middie of the Democratic camp 
would ter the organization and scatter 
its voters. But this particular shell is not 
loaded effectively. It will *‘fizzle out.“ 

Mr. Cleveland’s personality and career 
are both singularin our politics. A new 
man in public life, never haying served in 
any legislative body; unknown as a 
speaker or writer and known only as a 
good Mayor of Buffalo anda tolerably good 
Governor of New York, he was nomi- 
nated and elected President by the Demo- 
crats. Then, afteraserious breach and 
quarrel with the majority of his party on 
the silver question, he was nominated for 
a second term and beaten. After being 
out of office four years, he was again nom- 
inated by his party for a second term 
against the protest of the solid delegation 
of his own State, and elected to again 
antagonize the majority ot his party on 
the silver question and several other 
questions. 

He may now want to be nominated by 
his party a fourth time in succession. He 
may want a third term in the W bite 
House, which has never been con- 
ceeded to any other American. He 
may hold, as Gen. Grant’s friends 
held in 1883, that the people’s 
opposition to third term candidates applies 
only to a third term in succession, and 
will not operate against one who asks only 
to be allowed to act as President for eight 
years in succession, not counting his first 
term. But we oredit him with too much 
political sense to hold any such views. 

The Republican party in 1580 set the 
precedent against any third terms for 
Presidents, regardless of retirement inter- 
vals. If President Cleveland asks his 
party to ignore that precedent he will 
probably find that he is not more popular 
with his party’s masses now than Grant 
was with the Republican masses in 
1880. It the Democratic nomination must 
go to New York for the eighth time and to 
Cleveland for the fourth time in succes- 
sion, and fora third term at that, almost 
any new party will then be a welcome house 
of refuge for dissatisfied Western Demo- 
crats. There are.very few Western Democrats 
who will vote in convention or at the bal- 
lot box to discredit the examples of Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, Madison, Monroe and 
Jackson, or to confer on any New York 
man an honor which the Republicans 
dared not confer even on Gen. Grant. 


WHAT WER DO NOT ENOW. 

Lord Salisbury is not only one of the 

most eminent of living statesmen, but he 
is also an accomplished man of science; 
though in the latter capacity he claims no 
higher place than that of an enthusiastic 
amateur. Yet there are not s few pro- 
fessionals who do not deserve to rank with 
thisamateur. His specialty is chemistry, 
and it is said that every moment he can 
spare from public duties is spent in the 
thoroughly equipped laboratory attached 
to his country residence at Hatfield. But 
chemistry does not monopolize his scien- 
tific tastes; for he is more or less familiar 
with other departments of, science, and 
no new discovery ie amnoynced, no new 
theory advanced in any department that 
does not at oute receive from him all the 
attention it deserves, So it wae not 
merely his high political and social posi- 
tion, nor yet that ‘be is Chancellor of the 
Ditvesciie of Oxford, that made him Presi- 
dent of the British Association at its re- 
cent méeting in this ancient town. 
The address which Lord Salisbury de- 
livered before the Association is worthy of 
his own reputation, of the distinguished 
company of home and foreign savants who 
listened to it, and of the intellectual at- 
mosphere and associations of the most 
famous seat of learning in the world. It 
is full of suggestiveness in various direc- 
tions, and nowhere ie this rare quality 
more vividly ‘shown than in this brief 
paragraph: 

We live ina email bright oasis of know}. 
edge surrounded by a vast unexplored desert 
of impenetrable mystery. 

It is well to be reminded occasionally of 
the immensity of human ignorance. We 
know so much more than did our ances- 
tors of 5,000 or even 500 years ago, and

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INITIATIVE AND REIER. 


A correspondent asks for a definition of 
the terms initiative and referendum as 
used in political discussion. 

The words denote the legislative prac- 
tice of Switzerland, in some cantons of 
which direct legislation prevails. In the 
Communesevery citizen has the right 
propose a measure of law te his fellow 
citizens; this principle is called the Initia- 
tive. The Referendum consists of a refer- 
ence tothe people for adoption or rejec- 
tion of alaw which may have passed the 
Legislature. 

In case of the initiative the proposal 
must be supported by a petition signed by 
& prescribed number of voters, and when 
the petition reaches the Legislature thet 
body must at once formulate the proposal 
and submit it to the whole body of voters 
for their decision. If the majority is 
favorable the measure at once becomes a 
law and the executive must enforce it. 

The referendum is applied only in cir- 
cumstances provided by the various 
cantonal constitutions. In some cantons 
all bills must be referred to the people be- 
fore becoming law. In a few, financial 
measures only are thus submitted, while 
in others reference is had only on petition, 

The principle of the initiative and refer- 
endum or direct legislation is advocated 
by many in this country, because, it is 
held, it will emable the people to exercise 
a direct and ediate supervision over 
legislative bodie: and. voters can by its 
means coms la enactwent of. needed 
legislation eto jobs and deals. They 
believe that no higher degree of political 
freedom and justice can be obtained than 
by granting to the least practicable minor- 
ity the legal right to propose a law and to 
the majority the right. to accept or reject 
. 

The chief objection urged in the United 
States is that it would be unwieldy and 
impracticable in so populous a coun- 
try; but it is argued in reply that the prin- 
ciple need not apply universally, but only 
in special circumstances. Andit may be 
admitted that in municipalities and most 
of the States where legislators most fre- 
quently need prompting or deserve chas- 
tisement, it might be worked successfully 
and profitably. Whether or not the prin- 
ciple is capable ot indefinite application 
only experience can show,

It seems to be one of the curious compen- 
sations with which the book of nature fs full, 
that when the rain falls to come and crops 
are not worth gathering, insects breed with 
great rapidity to feed on the grain. But 
these insects finally get it in the neck. Na- 
ture always pays in full, even though some- 
times behind band. The rain which ought 
to have been evenly distributed during the 
summer will doubtless come in time. 

For instance, one county in Texas had no 
rain for five years, and small boys had grown 
up to whom rain meant oaly a vagae phe- 
nomenon, which they heard about but never 
saw. The fields presented themselves to 
their vision asa limitiess expanse of dust, 
which were nice and dry and warm, and the 
creek which once ran through the farm, was 
marked only by a depression in the ground. 
Shen all ofa sudden on Aug. 18 the rain fell, 
and that which had been held back for five 
years was paid up with interest. Fields 
were turned to mud andthe farmer had to 
take off his boots and wade about the floor 
of his house while the dying crops were act- 
ually drowned out of existence. 

Out in the West they have invented a 
method to circumvent these eccentricities of 
mature by storingupthe water behind huge 
Gams and peddling it out.

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A New Jersey Justice of the Peace In- 
vents One.

The result is 
that August Miller now languishes in the 
Cousty jall charged as follows: August 
Miller stands charged that he is under seri. 
ous danger of murderiog Max Ochienschiae- 
ger on or about March 28, 1894, in the State of 
New Jersey. What makes the offense more 
fuzzy on the mind is that the man who Miller 


n alleged Ih August to be in serious danger 


of murderlag has been dead since March. 
Miller is the unfortunate siik dyer who has 
been charged with murdering a man five 


months dead, but is also charged with the 
murder of Van Hagan inthis city and also of 
having murdered some one in Germany. 

During the slik Operators’ strike ia Pater- 
son he went out with the others, Dut took no 
active part in the disorderly conduct. He 
Was arrested once witha number or others, 
but was discharged. When arrested Max 
Oehlenschiaeger appears in the story. Max 
was a friend and feilow worker,and when 
Miler was arrested went to Lawyer Kandall, 
and engaged him to defend Miller. Max said 
he woud collect the money for the defense 
from a number of friends, and went to work 
to de 60, but Miller’s employer bvalled him 
out and Miller telling the other strikers that 
the strike was hopeless returned to work 
and incarred the enmity of the strikers. Max 
also was a marked man, because of his 
friendship for Miller. Wax went to kr. 
Weldman and said his life was in danger iu 
Paterson and asked help to get out ot town. 
Mr. Weldman gave him % and Miller also 
contributed. Max was an Anarchist, and 
somethiug of a tramp, although au intel 
gent workman and strangely handsome, 
German and six feet tall. 

His BODY FOUND. 

The day after he left his Dody was found on 
the railroad, near Paterson. [here was a 
cut on his head, and some railroad 
men recalled having put him out ofa freight 


car in the neighborhood a few hours before. 
His friends knew of bis habit of jumping on 
trains and supposed he was Kilied by @ pass- 
ing train. That was the Ooroner’s verdict. 
Miller was among the party who brought the 
body back. When Miller was ona Strike he 
frequented the saloon of Anarchist siedel 
and there saw letters written threatening 
the use of dynamite against the silk manu- 
facturers, among Wom were William 
Strange. One morning an iron pot, fillea 
with dynamite,was found banked up against 
Strange’s house. Arrests Of Anarchists fol- 
lowed. The principal witness was Miller 
ana they were convicted. 

The Aparchists were angry at Miller, ana 
one of them, when on the stand, said: ‘‘You 
should have nothing to say here; you mur- 
dered Max, and you Know we know it.’’

FORGERY NEXT. 
From that time on things progressed very 
much as usual, until one day young Folsom 


Presented himselfat the bank with a note 


purporting to have been drawn ia his favor 


by Brodley Layton. The bank people were 
suspicious, and young Folsom went to a 
lawyer in town, Mr. J. O. LebDning, and stat- 
ed his difficulty. Mr. Lebning told him that 
if he would get acertain man’s name on the 
note he would put his Own to it, and in a 
few minutes Folsom jubilantly returned 
with the note with the desired name at- 
tached. 

Mr. Lebning’s suspicions, if he had any, 
were quieted by the fact that he saw Folsom 
in conversation with the alleged indorser 
just Defore he returned with the name upon 
the note. so the paper was again taken to 
the bask and there discounted, and Folsom 
went away with the money. Sut it was not 
lomg before it was discovered that the note 
was a forgery, and Lebning toek it and held 
it until Foleom, who begged for mercy, 
should make it good. 

MORE DISASTROUS FIRES. 

Very soon following the disclosure of the 
Layton forgery, the disastrous series of fires 
began which came very near on several oc- 
casions tolayiag Hammondsportin ashes. 
Ouriously enough the Ares in almost every 
instance followed the records of the City 
Clerk ’sjofice, where}werejmany chattel mort- 
gages Folsom had issuedand other docu- 
ments which it would do to his interest to 
have out ofthe way. 

The first of these Ares, obviously of incen- 
diary origin, was on May gs last, when the 
Steuben ouse bara, the Hammondsport 
Herald office, the Layton Block of stores and 
barn. the Myrtle Hlock, Champlin & 8teb- 
bins’ Darneand Editor Browan’s house and 
barn were consumed. ‘The Clerk’s records 
were in one of those blocks that were de- 
stroyed. Fortunately somebody had pres- 
ence of mind enough to remember the fact 
and save them from destruction. They were 
removed tothe Haisey Hock, and just one 
week after the frst big Are the Halsey Block 
was discovered to de in fames. The fire was 
put out and the fact thatit had been set 
on fire by the use of Kerosene was clearly es 
tablished. 

Following this attempt came the burning 
of the Ferris Depew barn; then the Gem 
wine cellar; then the Limmerman mill prop- 
erty and Mrs. Chase's barn; then Joseph 
Hall's barn and fruit-house; then Joseph 
Hallienbeck’s shops and the Park Avenue 
Hotel barn. 

A week ago Thursday night an incendiary 
fire was started across the street from the 
Halsey Diock, wherein are the records 80 
detrimental to Folsom, and that fire it was 
which led tothe aenearthing of the entire 
series of plots—plots as diabolical as ever 
were conce$éved by a desperate and cold. 
blooded scoundrel. 

HIS ELOPEMENT. 

But auring this series of disasters which 
had thrown the village intoa state of panic, 
bad well-nig hruined a number of prosper- 
ous people and had caused something like a 
reign ofterror to prevail, the young man 
went on his Col. Sellers career of specula- 
tion and speculative castle building, only 
stopping long enough to casually, weli-nigh 
wreck the Keeler family dy eloping with the 
intatuated Sarah. 

One evening the young lady came down to 
her father’s store very Gemurely and said 
she was going to prayer meeting. Soon after 
her departure young Folsom’s carriage with 
the curtains down was driven past the store 
by a young man in the village. 

It was on the 25th day of April last that Fol- 
som and Miss Keeler eloped. They were 
married Dy the Rev. Caldwell Townsend of 
Hammondsport. On their return they set up 
housekeeping in a little Cottage which Foi- 
som rented. 

The one thing which Folsom at this time 
seemed most in need of Was money. The day 
he went away on his elopement trip he 
flourished a great roll of $20, $60 and $100 bills, 
which those who saw it estimate as 
having contained about $2,000. Where he got 
it was then a mystery, and now is stilla 
greater mystery.

MURDER np TRAIN-WRECKING. 

Still anotber piot te which Daniels deposed 
was one to waylay and marder Mr. Hunt,the 
Justice of the Peace, whose office was in that 
of Sebring; take from him the keys and get 
spe papers Folsom was so anxious to de- 
stroy. 

On another occasion, Daniels testified it 
was planned to lure Sebring to Folsom’s 
warehouse and there murder him. Sebring, 
as a matter of fact, went to the warehouse, 
in accordaasce with the plot, and was led by 
Folsom to a remote part of the building, Dut 
neither Daniels or Hazard would attack him. 

As to the train wrecking Daniels swore 
that Folsom had gone to Corning om purpose 
to come back on the train witha heavy ac- 
cident insurance ticket in his pocket; that 
Daniels and Hasard were to throw the train 
from the track, and that shortly after the 
accident occurred, and when all the poops 
ofthe town were away on the scene, th 
Halsey block was to be fred and those rec- 
ords which Folsom so much wanted out of 
the way at last destroyed. 

Daniels said it was Folsom’s desperate plan 
to have an accideart ticket in his pocket and 
taking his chance of getting hurt and com- 
ing onthe insurance company for recom. 
pense. That Folsom did buy a heavy acci- 
dent ticket on that day is confirmed Dy ur.

TRIES TO TAKE HIS LiFe. 

During the taking of Daniels’ testimony on 
the morning following the attempted train- 
wrecking Folsom came into the front 
office of the Justice of the Peace, the depo- 


sition being taken in the back office. Folsom 


could near every word, and as the damning 


tale of villainy against him was unfolded he 
sat quietiy in his chair. 

Before Daniels had ended he left the room 
and went tothe street, whereupon a warrant 
was hastily made out and a policeman 
named Shanley followed him aad arrested 
him. He asked permission to go home be- 
fore being taken to jail that he might see his 
wife and leave the coffee. The policeman 
consented, and when Folsom got to the 
house he asked to see his wife alone, but 
this was refused him. Then he darted to the 
back part of the house, where his wife was, 
slamming severaldoors inthe policeman’s 
faceashe went. But the officer was cose 
behind him and reached the kitchen just in 
time to see him dart out the Dack door and to 
her his wife scream: 

„Oh, stop him! stop him! He has . 
butcher kulfe in his hands and is Killing 
himeselfi’’ 

It was all very true about the butcher 
knife. Folsom bad it and was sawing away 
at his throat as de ran. He ran very fast, 
too, forhe is a lean and lithe young man, 
and for more than a quarter of a mile over 
fences and across lots the policeman chased 
him. 

Thereis no doubt whatever that Folsom 
tried hard enough to kill himself. The dull- 
ness of the knife and the impossibility of 
making a sure alm at his throat as be ran 
and leaped were all thatisaved him. Then 
Folsom fung tke knife from him and, with 
the blood pouring in streams from his neck, 
ran, a frightful-looking object, on and on 
towards the clear mountain stream, called 
the iniet, which flows into Lake Keuka at 
Hammondsport. Into this stream and into 
about four feet of water the desperate man 
plunged a seeond or two before the officer 
cyme up to him. He went straight to the 
bottom like lead and there, clinging with 
frenzy to the stones, and with mouth wide 
open, he struggled Gesperately in the police- 
man’s — grip, vainly endeavoring to 

own himeelf.

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The Mammoth Animal Whose Bones 


Were Found in New York. 


HE WAS TEN FEET TALLER THAW THE 
Bie ELEPHANT. 


The Remains Were Found by Farmer 
Dahlmah in Marshy 
Sheridan—How the Bemsins Were 
Discovered and How They Looked—A 
Tooth Weighs Feur Pounds. 


New Tonk. Sept. 1.—The mastodon discov - 


ered at Sheridan, N. T., appears to have 
deen one of the largest animals that ever 
lived. He was a mammoth mastodon. The 
only way in which an adequate idea of the 
size of the animal can be reached is by com- 

rison with Jumbo. Jumbo was the big- 
gestelephant, but the Sheridan mastodon 
was twiceas Dig. He was fully ten feet taller 
than Jumbo, whom he could probably have 
anninilated with one blow of his mighty 
trunk. Farmer Dahiman, where the skel- 
eton was found, showed that by the 
teeth that were dug up, that he was capable 
of chewing the trunks of trees. It is sow 
10,000 years since the animal came to an un- 
timely end. That is the estimate. The bones 
are numerous, but not nearly so numerous 
asthe bones yet remaining in the ground, 
which will probably be dug up within a 
week. The remains were found in marshy 
ground. Twosonsof Farmer Dablman went 
out to dig a ditch through the land. They 


had not gone far with the work when ote of 


them struck something hard with his spade. 
This turned out to be the skull of the masto- 
don, which was buried eighteen inches be- 
low the surface. The boys sup it was 
rotten wood and spaded right through it, 
when an enormous tooth was uncovered. It 
was hard, and was supposed to be a stone of 
odd shape. 
The tooth looked like a small boulder and 
was hrown aside until another of the same 
shape was unearthed. As soon as the soil 
was brushed away it was seen to be the 
enormous tooth of some ancient animal, and 
then they Knew they had madea find. A 
further search brought to light other por- 
tions of the animal, some of which 
like parts of the huge fore- 
gs. The tusks were decayed at 
the butt, but two feet of theend remained in 
a perfect state of preservation. The dis- 
tance of twelve feet intervened between the 
ends of the tusks. As the head and many of 
the bones were in a natural position when

COTTON PRODUCTION. 


The Crep ef the United States Amounts 
te 7,549,817 Bales. 


New omas, La., Sept. i.—Secretary 
Hester’s New Orleans Cotton Bxchange re- 
port of the cotton crop of the United States as 
promulgated this afternoon: They showed 
total receipts of cotton at all United States 
ports for the year of 5,940,092 bales, against 
5,088,892 bales last year; overland, 031,706, 
inst 912,146. Southern consumption, 
token direct from interior of cotton belt 
678,019 against 699,877, makog the cotton crop 
of the United States for 1993-94 amount to 7,- 
549,817 Dales, against 6,700,865 Dales last year 
and 7,035,870 the year before. The tetal con- 
sumptiorg of the Soethern mills was 718,716 
bales, put of this 440,496 Dales were taken 
from out ports and included in port receipts. 
This shows that the Southern mills have used 
up 25,368 bales less during the past year than 
in 1892-93. 
Mr. Hester makes the actual cotton crop of 
the state of Texas 2,059,060 Dailies, or, . 
49,466 Dales less than last year. These, fe 
states, constitute a 4 — deliveries from 
and Indian Te ory. 
1 fall report will be issued Mon- 
day, and will contain some interesting 
references to the acreage of the 
crop and also result of his investigations 
into movements of the past fve years, 
showing actual Geliveries for cotton States 
divided iato groups in such a manner as to 
be almost equal in value to an actual census. 
In this connection he announces as a result 
of his investigation thatthe census figures, 
which it was claimed were several handred 
thousand bales too small for Texas and the 
Indian Territory, and too large to the same 
extent in the Atiantic States, are proven to 
have been practically corect.

LANGE ACQUITTED. 


The Sheotisg of Ante Gotemtres at 
Alten Declared Accidental. 


ALTON, III., Sept. 1.—The shooting of little 
Annie Gatentreu by Paul Lange, 4 young 
man who had called to see her sister last 
evening as related briefly in the dispatches 
to-day, was decided by a Coroner’s jury this 
afternoon to have been purely accidental. 
While Lange was in jail this morning await- 


ing the inquest he made the following state- 
ment to @ PoSsT-DISPATCH representative: 

‘*I came to Alton from Baltimore early is 
March, he said, and have worked in the 
Gemijohn department at the glass works, 
boarding at 711 Bozza street.

It was all 
in fun, but the girls must have thought 1 
was in arne, for two or three of them 
jamped upand caught my arm. Just thea 
the pistol went „ 1 do not know whose 
finger could date touched the trigger, but 
the gun wasaself-cocker, and I sadppose it 
was discharged without anyone knowing 
who aid do it, a8 we were all playing. Isaw 
that the bullet had struck Annie, who was 
across the room from us, and rushing over ! 
took her arm and asked her whem I hit her. 
She said. ‘You hit me in the heart.’ | 
wanted to get a doctor, Dut they told me ft 
would be of no use, as she was dying. She 
died in five minutes, ana I gave myself up. 

Lange is a bright and intelligent young 
mars about 22 years of age. He had evidently 
slept but little during the night, and his pale 
face and nervousness told plainiy that he 
was laboring under great excitement. He 
admits that he did a very foolish act in play- 
ine with a loaded revolver. The eldest sister 
of the girl also made a statement, which is 
asf ollows: 

„We were all sitting here in the parlor 
when Paul cametothe door. I let him in, 
and we walked intothe parlor from the hal) 
together. Will Zoll was sitting to the right of 
the door talking to my sister, and Paul spoke 
and smiled, as he always does, Ther he said 
something about shooting in a jesting way, 
andl saw that he had a revolver in his 
hand. It was all done so quickly after that 
that I can’ttell much about it. The pisto! 
went off. and was pointed across the room 
from where we were when the shot came. 
Annie was sitting over there, and she got up 
and went into the room, saying she was 
hurt. The last thing she said was to mother: 
‘Paul is innocent, mother. He didn’t mean 
mean to dont. 

Ooroner Kinder arrived here this morning 
and empanelled a jury. the inquest was 
held at the family residence and the jury 
rendered a verdict of accidental death, ex- 
onorating Lange from blame. He was imme- 
diately released. The funeral will take place 
from the family home at 8 o’clock to-morrow

Disfavor. 


THE STORY OF A REMARKABLE 
DISTINGUISHED CAREER. 


AND 


A Member ef Li Hung Chanmg’s Staff 
Writes Abeut His Chief for the Sunday 
Pest-Dispateh—The Famous Yellow 
Jacket and Iis Loss— His Treuble With 
“Chinese” Gerdon—An Interesting 
Story. 


Li Hung Chang, China’s great Viceroy, be- 

longs toan obscure family; so obscure, in 

fact, that they are commonly spoken of as 

mere coolies. Any young man who possesses 
first-rate literary ability has chance of rising 
to the highest honors in China, and Li is a 
man of elegant scholarshipanda poet. His 
first triumphs were necessarily of a literary 
kind. He gained promotionin his first ex- 

amination, afterwards inthe distriet and 
Gepartmental examinations, and nowis a 
Fellow of the Hanlin College, the highest 
elevation which Chinese brains can receive, 

No doubt these first successes were genuine 
triumphs dueto intellectual capacity, aad 
even the later favor of his sovereign is justi- 

fed by his literary merit. 

For fourteen years, during the minority of 
the Emperor, China was under the sway of 
an Empress-Regent, and during this period 
Li enjoyed favor at court so pronounced ag 
to give rise to the wildest conjectures for its 
explanation, There is no reason, however, 
to look beyond his own merit and the sagaci- 
ty of the Empress, whose judicious reign has 
been likened, and not unworthily, to that of 
Queen Victoria. Liisa shrewd courtier, and 
his flowery style of writing has served him 
in good stead. He does not hesitate to talk 
through his hat’’ when he addresses the 
throne, and some of his replies to honors 
conferred are jewels of fanciful and feeling 
composition. 

Li is said te be a stern master to his subor- 
dinates, and his displeasure is very apt to 
result in a beating. The possession of a cer- 
tain rank, theoretically, relieves an official 
from castigation, but an irascible and pow- 
erful old noble, like the Viceroy, ys very 
littie attention to the limitations of law, and 
an Offending official may find himself thrown 
down and paddled without benefit of his 
rank. It is even darkly hinted in Tientsin 
that foreigners have not always escaped the 
bodily explation of thelr errors. One in- 
stance of the vice-regal methods was mat- 
ter of common talk. 

It is wellknown that Li Hung Chang has 
spent large sums of money on training a 
force of men, supposed to be about 25,000, in 
the foreign way. He takes great pride in 
these pet troops and is very sensitive to any- 
thing that reflects on their perfection, Some 
years ago he hada review at Tientsin, which 
went off with great eclat. Both infantry 
and artiliery maneuvered and fired with pre- 
cision. Ihe Viceroy was very well pleased 
and went off home after the review prepared 
to be gracious to the general in command. 
Unfortunately, as the troops were dispersing, 
a caisson of artillery, containing Krupp 
shells, blew up and killed several soldiers. 


KICKING A GENERAL, 
There is a telephone from the Viceroy’s 
yamento the offices in Tientsin, and the 
news of the mishap reached the yamen along 
time before the Generalin command could 


cover the two miles at full gallop. He knew 
very well what his fate would be, and that 
there was no escaping it. Dressed in full 
uniform, his head covered witn the official 
bat that bore the button of his high rank, he 
rushed into the Viceroy’s presence, threw 
himself flat on the floor at his master’s feet, 
face downwards, his official hat flying off. 
The Viceroy also knew whattodo. Without 
speaking he cuffed the General’s ears, using 
his feet for that purpose, and after kicking 
him until his rage had been partiy satisned, 
he seized the hat, tore off the button, threw 
it one way and the hat another, and 
then finding his volce dismissed the 
man from his service and degraded him 
in ranks The culprit made no resistance or 
even objection, but retired from the presence 
with thanks and protestations and all the 
marks of humility that the feudal system of 
China teaches its servitors so abundantly. 
He probably vonsidered the Kicking a cheap 
mode of working off the Viceregal steam. 
The man had had nothing to do with the 
reparation of the shells, which had been 
ught of Krupp and loaded and assembied 
in one of the Viceroy’s arsenals, Dut the rigid 
rule of Chinese official life made the General 
responsibie for every act or mishap in his 
command.

On March 18, 1889, the contract for light- 
ing the city was let to Charles Sutter and 
others, or, in other words, to the Municipal 
Electric Light and Power Co. Some time 
during April we secured the contract for fur- 
nhishing the dotlers for the new plant at a 
price of $240,000. We began the work at once. 

o received some monthly payments but it 
was not long Defore the company had trouble 
in disposing of its bonds, and then we had 
troubie in oe anything. A contract 
was so big and 1 haa got into the thing so 
des piy that the failure of the Manicipal oom - 
any meant ruin for us.

to it. Leven had to loan it money to pay its 
men.

THE OLD SEXTON. 
He spends all his days and nights in the ola 
graveyard, raises potatoes in one section 
where there are no tomDstones, hangs his 


washing out to dry ona line stretched in a 
section where there are, and churns butter 
onthe very spot where the Rev. Thomas 
Musick delivered his eloquent exhortations 
and effecting appeals three-quarters of a 
century A genial, jovial old 
man The weight of 
years once powerful 
form until bis body almost describes a quad. 
rant when he walks, Dut still when he lifts 
his old soft hat from off that venerable fig- 
ure he shows a face that is overspread with 
an expression of radiant cheerfulness. 

He has held his present position for six 
years. Born in Germany, he came to this 
country in 1854, and drifting out to St. Louls 
County became a drick maker. When he ac. 
camulated some money he married and 
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striking exeeption of Dr. Joshua Hickman. 
Dr. Hickman was the pastor of the church 
from 1858 to 1871, when he resigned. In 1889 
he resumed the pastorate and has been in 
charge of the Fee Fee Kiaptist congregation 
ever since. Ur. Hickman is now a hale, 
hearty old gentleman of 68. He hardly looks 
his age, being biessed with a physique of 
Magnificent proportionsand ruddy ches, 
and a tout ensembie that is the very person!- 
fcation of health. He has grayish chin 
whiskers of medium length. oe lives with 
his son. Dr. Charies L. Hickman, a well 
Known dentist whose home and office are at 
8012 Easton avenue, this eity. 

Although the church dia very well during 
the first few years of existence its congrega- 
tion falled to inerease with corresponda- 
ing rapidity in later years. 

he Cathbolies, itis said, objected to them 
building achurch at all, but Mnally, on the 
solicitation of Air, Richardson, allowed them 
to bulld the church on two conditions. 
These conditions were that the Baptists 
should not puta dell os their church nor 
baptize infants therein. ‘The Baptists 
agreed to do these two things and kept their 
promise faithfully. Tothis day there is no 
bellinthe old ehurch although if the con- 
templated improvements are carried outa 
cupola is to be placed on its roof.

FER FEE CEMETERY. 

Seven years after the first log churoh was 

built on Fee Fee Creek—thbat ts in 1822—Fee 


Fee Cemetery was laid out. The three acres 
that r. Riehardson originally deeded the 
Fee Fee Baptist Congregation were intended 
mainly fora burying ground, the church to 
occupy simply a corner thereof. The story 
as to bow the frst man happened to be 
buried there, as told by the old settiers, is of 
the mournfully unique variety. The story is 
that two earpenters who were assisting in 
the erection of the old Chouteau house on 
the old Chouteau farm, the first fine home- 
stead bullt in Missouri, after getting their 
pay, spent it all for whisty and retired to 
their hut on the banks of tune Fee 
Fee Oreek to drink the liquor. 
They were both very thirsty and each 
declared that he could get on the outside of 
more fire water than the other. So one 
morning they started a drinking contest to 
decide which could put away the more. They 
guzzied whiskey all day and all night and the 
next day one of the men drank himself into 
that u@kaown bourne and region which 
contains ingredients hotter even than 
whisky. The other, instead of realizing his 
22 position on seeing his comrade 
ead, and closing his earousal, bent over his 
lifeless form and drank bumper after 
bumper to bis health until he, too, Keeled 
over on the floor ot his hut a Dns pn They 
were buried onthe s y hopper 
in the neighborhood. Shortly after this, the 
story goes, Richardson gave this very ground 
in which they were interred to the church 
foracemetery.

Wen,“ said the 
old man, the last time we hada dig storm 
it diew all the doors open and the wind blew 
through the house here scattering every- 
thing every way. So when the ral comes 
this time I just says te myself I'll go and 
lean against this door till the storm is over 
And that’s whatidid.

„Ola Shock Eye,’’ as de is familiarly 
known, is very proud of his graveyard and 
tries to keep itecrupulously neat and clean.

STORY OF A LOVER. 

Within ‘‘Ola Shock-eys’s’’ kingdom there 
are probably 200 graves. Nearly all have 
died natural deaths in the ricinity of their 
burial place. But to this there are some 


moteworthy exceptions. Some of the graves 
contain the bodies of men whose lite 
stories are patbetic in the extreme. 

Probably 100 feet west of the old church 
and just a few yards inside the fence on 
Lackland avenue there is a tall quadrilateral 
tombstone with an ornate apex. In the 
center of the side near the fence the simple 
word, Uta. Below is this inscription: 
James M. Utz, sonof J. I and Amelia A. 
Utz, born March 9, 1841, died Dec. 26, 1864. 


Friends weep for him who sleeps beneath this sod, 
Its eruei tate in sympathy depiere, 

But while you mourn remember that his God 
Has called him where sorrows are no more. 


James M. Uts was the only son of Franklin 
Uts, a very wealthy farmer who lived just 
below Bridgeton, and was one of the hand- 
somest young men ever raisedia St. Louis 
County. He was over 6 feet high, hada 
finely fashioned face and a fairly good educa- 
tion. Nis father when the war broke out in 
1861 seded withthe south. But young Ute, 
then only 20 years of age, did more. He 
joined the Confederate army, and shortly 
afterward wilie the Union troops had con- 
tro! of St. Louis was arrested as a spy and 
gent out of thelines, being warned then, 
however, thatif be ever returned the penal- 
ty would be death. His family at the time 
denied that he was a spy. saying he simply 
came home to see Bis sweetheart. She is said 
to have been Miss Nannie McHatton, a 
daughter of Charles T. McHatton, the man 
who owned the property on which the Coun- 
try Club now stands. Utz went back to the 
southern army, participatedin various en- 
gagements and rose totherank of sajor. 
In 1864 he returned to Missouri and was seen 
by several people, who reported the matter 
tothe United states army commandant at 
st. Louis, Gen. Rosencraus, and he sent 
scouts out to look forhim. They finally got 
a tip to the effect that Utz was hiding down 
in the county somewhere along the Gravois 
road near Sappington. A party in command 
ofa Lieutenantin Capt. Koontz’s company 
were out there one day, the story goes, 
when they met old Sam Sullens, who was 
known as the ‘‘Swamp Angel. 

**Lookin’ for Utz?’’ said sam. 

**Yep,’* said the Lieutenant. 

„Well, follow this straw you see along the 
road and yuo’ll fad bim. 

ihe Lieutenant acted on the suggestion 
and following the straw found that it led 
from off the road into a by spring. He went 
near enough to the spring to satisfy himself 
that Ute was there and that the straw had 
dropped from the spring wagon in which he 
traveled. 80, dividing his men into four 
squads, they approached the spring from all 
sides and found the object of their search. 
there asleep. They called on him toawake 
and surrender. t ther did so the Drave 
fellow jumped up and reached for his re 
volver but ais trousers slipped ana unable 
toreach his gun he decided to surrender 
rather than resist with the nozgies of over a 
dozen rifies pointed right at him. He was 
taken to the Gratiot street prison, tried 
sentenced to death dy a court-martia) and 
hung inthe jallonthe day after Christmas, 
1864. After he had been sentenced to death, 
his uncle, old Judge Hyattof the Probate 
court, went on to Washington 
to imtercede for his rash, handsomeand un- 
fortunate nephew. He saw President Lin- 
coln, secured a pardon for him, Dut in the 
language of the modern song writer Tune 
Pardon Came Too Late,’’ for Utz’ neck was 
broken while his uncle was riding into St. 
Louis with the pardon in his pocket, Gen. 
Rosecrans not having deen notified of his 
pardon. 

Miss McHatton was subseqeently married 
to a son of James B. Britton, and is gaid to 
be still living in New York. 

Utz’ parents grieved most Ditterly over 
their.son’s uatimely end, and soon after 
were laid to rest by his side im Fee Fee Ceme- 
tery. 

A GIANT BURIED THERE. 

Another tombstone further Dack than Utz’ 
bears the name James S. Quisenberry, He 
was the biggest man that lived in St. Louis 
in bis day, lacking but a few inches of being 


7feet high, and bullt broad in proportion. 
He was the postmaster at Fee Feeand served 
two terms i the Leg! re. He died on 
June 1. 1873, suddenly, at ae age of 50 years, 
2months and 2 days.

HEAVY PROJECTILES 


The Bxperiments at the Indian Head 
Preving Ground Were Satisfactory. 
The excellence of our heavy projectiles 

was amply demonstrated at the Indias Head 

proving ground near Washington, Aug. 14, 

when two 18-inch projectiles penetrated 

nearly fifteen inches of mickel-stee!, passing 
through a 40-inch oak backing and entered 
the ground 200 feet from the plate. When 
recovered the projectiles were practically 


uninjured and could, with a little treatment, 
be used for another round. The plate was 
made of oil-tempered - nickel-steel and 
measured 12x7 feet and was 140: inches 
thick. The first projectile used weighed 
1,100 pounds and the powder weighed 
327 pounds. The velocity obtained 
was about 1,400 feet per second, which gave 
the projectile a striking energy of 12,000 tons. 
The shot passes through the plate, as has 
already been described. The plate was 
badly ruptured. The point of the projectile, 
which is as Ane as a lead pencil point, was 
entirely uninjured, not being in the least 
blunted. The “second shot was fired under 
the same conditions and completely de- 
molished the plate, passing through It as 
easily asthe other projectile, and it was not 
materially injured. ‘ihe projectiles, which 
were made by the Carpenter company of 
Reading, Pa., were selected from the lot of 
sixty tons as being the worst of the lot. 
With the gratifying resalts noted above for 
rojectiles seleeted on account of supposed 
aults we may reasonably expect that the 
remainder would prove even better.

A MIRAGE AT BUFFALO, 


The City of Toromto, Fifty-Six Miles Diss 
tant, Visible inthe Air. 


The citizens of Buffalo, N Y., were treated 
to a remarkable mirage between 10 and 11 
o’clock Om the morning of Aug. 16. It was 
the City of Toronto, witm its harbor and 
small island to the south ot the city. Toronto 
is fifty-six miles from Buffalo, but the church 
spires could be counted with the greatest 
ease. The mirage took in the whole 
breadth of Lake Ontario, Charlotte, the 
suburb of Rochester, deins recognized 


as a projection east of Toronto. A side- 
wheel steamer could be seen traveling in a 
line from Charlotte to Toronto Bay. Two 
dark objects were at last found to be the 
steamers of the New York Central plying de- 
tween Lewiston and Toronto. A sailboat 
was also visible and disappeared suddenly. 
Slowly the mirage begantofade away, to 
the disappointment of thousands who 
crowded the roofs of houses and office 
dbuildings. A bank of clouds was the cause 
of the disappearance of the mirage. 
A ciose examination of the map 
showed thatthe mirage did not cause the 
slightest distortion, the gradual rise of the 
city from the water being rendered perfectly. 
It is estimated that at least 20.000 spectators 
saw the novel spectacle. 

This mirage is what is Enown as a mirage 
ofthe third order. Thatis, the object looms 
up far above the real level and not iaverted, 
as isthe case with mirages of the first and 
second class, but appearing like a perfect 
landscape far away in the sky. 


LONGEVITY OF FsMALES. 


Woman e Chance for Leng Life Better 
Than Man’s. ’ 


The Medical Record says woman has the ad- 
vantage of man as regards longevity; she 
suffers less from accidents, injuries and 
many forms of disease; she is, in fact, more 
tenacious than man of the limited enjoy- 
ments allowed her. Dr. Brasdreth Symonds 
has collected and studied a large number of 
statistics to illustrate this interesting 
fact (American Journal of the Medical 
Sciences). The comparative mortality of the 
sexes at different ages shows that in the first 
year of ite the mortality of the female is 
much less than that of the male, being at 
birth 92.64 per 1,000 as against 112.80, and at 
the end of the year 81.87 as against 38. 08. 
This difference continues up to the fourth 
year. From 6 toi2the female mortality is 

reater than that of the male, being at the 
atter period 8.66 for males and 4.28 for 
females. At the age of 46 the male mortality 
equals that of the female, the latter having 
been up to this time slightly in excess. 
During the years 46 to 56, the period of 
the climacteric, the male mortality gains 
rapidly on the female, being 6.82 per annum 
for the one and only 3.47 for the other. Hence 
the climacteric is really a much more serious 
time for man than for woman. After 56 the 
female mortality gains on that of the male, 
bat is always siightiy belowit. Woman has 
not only a less mortality, but a greater long- 
evity than man. There 18, aleo, a plurality 
of female births.

The Batwas of the Mid-Coaggo Region Are 
Genuine Pygmies, 
From the Iiustrated Mission News. 

According to Dr. T. H. Parke, the genuine 
pygmy races, about whom we possess re- 
liable information, are the Batwas, discov- 
ered in 1986 by Dr. Ludwig Wolf, occupying 
the Sankura region in the mid-Congo basin;

EARTHQUAKES AND ELECTRICITY. 


Prof. John Milne Says There Is No Con- 
mection Between the Two. 


One of the greatest living authorities on 
earthquakes, Prof. John Milne, of the

It! likely that earth- 
quakes ever result from electrie disturb- 
ances, and it has not yet deen proved that 
they ever give rise to any such, though when 
large masses of rock are displaced, as ia 
Japanin 1891, slight local changes in mag- 
netic curves have resulted. 


LIQUIDS IN EQUILIBRIUM. 


Variocusly Colored Liquids in a Giass 
Floating on Top of One Anotber,. 


It is an imteresting feat of color dlending. 
which can be performed at the dinner table, 
where usually all the ingredients can be 
found. A tall, narrow stem glass is the best. 
Four funnels are made of cardboard after

MEK WHO. BELPED 10 MAKE Ero.

Louisiana was admitted into the United 
States as a territory in March, 1794, and di- 
vided into two parts, the Territory ot Louis- 
lana including what is now known as Mis- 
souri.. Congress attached it temporarily to 
‘Indiana. Gov. Harrison of Indiana became 
Missourt’s first Governor. 

William Henry Harrison’s name has passed 
Gown into history asthe ninth President of 
the United States and the proud father 
of the twenty-third, Gen. Harrison was a 
native of Charles County, Va., and was 
a son of Gov. Benjamin Harrison. 
He studied medicine fora while, but it was 
not to his liking and he entered the army as 
an ensign in 1791. He rose rapidly in the 
army and was appointed Secretary of the 
Missouri Territory and Governor of Indiana. 
This office he held for twelve years, after 
which he was elected to Congressin 1816, to 
the Senate in 1827 and President of the United 
States in 1840. He died April 4, 1841, jast 
thirty-one days after his inauguration. 
people of Louisiana did not like the idea 
of being governed by Indiana laws 
and rulers and petitioned Congress to be 
organized as a separate territory with a sep- 
arate Governor. Congress granted the re- 
questand Gen. James Wilkinson was the 
first Governor appointed under the new re- 
gime. He relieved Gov. Harrisos on the ith 
of July, 1805, the day the new organic law 
took effect. With Gov. WIIIInson were asso- 
ciated as Chief Justice J. B. C. Lucas, a very 


worthy gentleman who had been a judge in 
} Penosyivania, and Dr. Joseph Browne as 


Secretary. Browne was a brother-in-law or 


Aaron Barr. 

Gov, Wilkinson was born in Marylandi n 
1757 and like Gov. Harrison studied medicine 
in his youth, Dut deserted that profession 
for the army, where he rose rapi 
Gates’ accession to the command of 
Northern + iy | during the revolution in 1777 
he was made his Adjatant-Generail. In 1778 
he resigned and retired to private life in 
Kentucky. In 1791 he re-entered the service 
and beeame Brigadier-General and Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army on the frontier. 
In 1805 he was made Governor of Missouri and 
itwas in that year that Burr came West. 
Burr had just served a term as Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States having 
been defeated for the Presidency 
only a very narrow majority 
vote of the Rouse of Representatives. 
Burr came West to revolutionize Mexieo, 
make himself its ruler and attach all the ter- 
ritory west of the Alleghenies to his new 
dominion. Burr visited Wilkinson and it 
was charged that the Governor had secretly 
acquiesced in Burr’s plan. Burr’s scheme 
failed and he was in 1807 put on trial for con- 
spiracy and treason. WiIIiKinson was one of 
the principal witnesses against Burr. In 1808 
Wilkinson was tried as an aceessory to Burr, 


bat no case could be proved against bim. 
Wilkinson, besides his relations with Burr, 
was Gisliked by the people on account of his 
speculations in land and he was removed 
after officiating in the executive capacity for 
two years.

Lewis was born in Charlottesville, Va., Aug. 
18, 1774, bis father being W. F. Lewis, a 
wealthy citizen. He volunteered in the 
„Whisky Insurrection’’ of 1794, became an 
ensign in the regular army in 179% and a Cap- 
tain in 1800. In 1801 he was made private 
secretary to Thomas Jefferson, President of 
the United States, who in 1803 detatied him to 
explore the Great West, with Oapt.

He Travels From Paris With a Senator of 
France—A Groat French Recuperating 
Resort—Its Datly Routine—A 8400 

. Wear French Chef—Interesting Notes.

perience is that to accomplish anything in 
Paris you must make use of the influence of 
titled people. This was most forcibly brought 
home to me when I undertook to secure a 
cam partment to myself in the train leaving 
Paris for Contrexeville. The railroad officials 
assured me that every seat in the train that 
l was to goin was taken and that I would 
have to remain four days in Paris to secure 
the places I wanted. Knowing one of the 
largest owners of the stock of this road, and 
hunting up a duke, I went with him for the 
chef de gare, or station-master, and at once 
obtained all I wanted on condition that I 
would allow a Senator of France to occupy 
the coupe with me. 

I found the Senator a charming companion. 
He gave mein full France’s political posi- 
tion, telling me that what she now feared 
was the Anarchists; that they by constant 
agitation might causea feeling of insecurity 
and uneasiness in France which would make 
her people wish forastronger government 
and cause them to look with favor on a mon- 
archy. 

From Paris to Centrexeville you pass 
hrough one continuous field of grain, where 
men and women are harvesting this year’s 


fine crop. Wetraveled with great comfort. 
You leave your compartment for the buffet 
car, and init you are served at midday with 
what we would caliin our country an excel. 
lent dinner, but you are compelled to remain 
in the car in which you have dined for at 
least two hours, untila stopis made by the 
train, when you descend from the buffet 
car and rush back to your coupe, as the train 
stops but five minutes, whichis rather em- 
barrassing for women and children. 

This Contrexville, with its waters, is but 
little Known to my countrymen, though its 
waters are a marvelous remedy for gout and 
rheumatism and kindred diseases superior to 
any known mineral waters. The old used-up 
roues of England and France flock hither 
duringJuly and August. It is then next to 
impossibie to get rooms in the principal 
hotel, but recognizing in France the power 
of title I gota member of the old Faubourg 
to interest himself in securing rooms for me, 
and in consequence lam most comfortably 
established here. Day and night 1 have 
wood fires n my rooms, and am ing 
through a course of severe discipline that 
ought to rejuvenate me. 

At Sa. m. they awaken you, and by 6 this 
little village is alive with people. Beginning 
at that hour you drink half a tumbler of the 
water every Ofteen minutes, and after drin- 
ing your last lass allow an hour to inter- 
vene before yo breakfast. You dine at 7 
D. m. and all lights are put out at 10 p. m. 

Clergymen of the Church of England and 
priests of the: Roman Catholic Church 
abound here. Old fellowe come here to be 
made over anew. SO many of these men tell 
methat, indulge as they may; feeding on 
the fat of the land, twenty-one days, im- 
bibing the Contrexevilie water does away 
with all lil effects of this high living, and 
then they return to Paris and London for an- 
other winter’s dissipation. 

The clergy of all denominations are 
charged here half price foreverything. The 
English clergy that I have met all appear to 
be iamillar with the leading ministers of our 
American churches. Likethe monks of old 
they have indulged freely ia the good things 
of this life, and find Contrexeville as neces- 
sary as dothelaity. They pretend to come 
here for bronchial troubles, which these wa- 
ters alleviate. 

I find that Prof. Guyon of Paris is recog- 
nized by the whole medical world to be in 
certain specialties the surgeon of the world, 
England can, however, Doast of Sir Henry 
Thompson and Reginald Harrison, while we 
may well feel proud of possessing such 
famous surgeons as Mcburney, Bull 
and Bolton Bangs. Many on leaving Con- 
treyeville take the waters of Pongues, in the 
central portion of France, famous for sooth- 
ing internal irritation and strengthening the 
digestive organs. English and French 
women come here that they may ‘‘multiply 
and repienish’’ the human race. 

The wages berefor an Al French chef is 
$40ua year. AchambDermalid’s wages are $4 
a month. Woman here as withus ofttimes 
replace men. A French Senator travels with 
aeserving-woman in place ofa valet de 
chambre, The Senator will travel first-class, 
and his maid third-class. When he de- 
scends from the cars sheis at hand to take 
his coats and shawls. From the service 
they have given me, I think them a most 
valuavie institution. They hesitate at no 
work, make one’s fire, clean one’s boot,, 
brush one's clothes and do everything to 
make you comfortable. 

Certain articles of diet are forbidden here. 
Strange tosayamongthem are asparagus, 
water cresses, torrel, celery, ginger in any 
form and rhubarb even asa medicine. One 
is allowed to drink cafe au lait, but not 
black coffee; also white wine and red wine 
alluted, 

On quitting your bath tne attendant does 
not pretend to rab you dry—he simply en- 
tolas you in one coarse, hot linen suit after 
another, up to three or four hot sults. YTney 
are all as hot as fre can make them. Thus 
you dry rapidly. 

The massage Operator comes to me and 
works away at me for one nour. He daily 
massaged Fresident Carnot in Paris until his 
assassination, traveling with him to Lyons, 
He is proud in numbering among his cus- 
tomers an ex-Mayor of New Lor and two of 
our great multo- millionaires. I pay him 32 
an hour, the same price that I pay at nome. 
His remarks are amusing. ‘*Ab, monsieur,’’ 
he says, ‘‘the Americans are good feeders. 
One sees that easily.’’ 

lam dally more and more strack with the 
poilteness of the French, from the highest to 
the lowest. It is always, Thank you, sir,“ 
ana If you please. he young freneh- 
men are active, Dut small in stature, The 
men of middle age have strong frontal de- 
velopment, with short legs. 

All the women lack beauty. I have not 
seen a pretty woman in France. I teil all the 
Frenchmen if they want to see pretty women 
they must go to America. There is but one 
fairly pretty woman in this piace at this 
time, and she ig¢ 4 Philadeiphian. The 
women never look at you as you pass them. 
As you approach them they cast a giance at 
you, apparently to see on which side you 
propose passing them; bat this is all the no- 
tice they ta.e of you. 

It is strange that all Europeans have to use 
the old-fashioned brush, resem» ling a biack- 
ing brush, tor their clothes. Tue American 
wisp-broom I have u me is much ad- 

mired. Some Yank nould send a cargo of 
them to Europe, ome Can not purchase 
them even in London, As your clothes are 
dally brushed by your room attendaagt you 
feel no necessity fora p.

Lsuppose itis heresy to say so, but I am 
disappointed with Europe. Paris is not 
what it was in 1856, when I then visited it. 
The Parisians are now shabbily dressed, look 
poor and talk poor. Their houses, to my 
eyes, are old and uninteresting, though it 18 
true the servants are most attentive and 
good cooking is attainable if you seek it. 
Prince and princesses, Gukes and duchess ses 
when you see them dally appear but mortal 
and ao not impress you. The two best 
dressed women I saw were Americans. 
Where we in New York are gay and Drilliant 
the Europeans are sombre, Geliberate, staid 
and shabby looking, as if they bad seen Det- 
ter days. 

Our surroundings and dwellings in New 
York are brillant compared to those you see 
in similar houses in Loadon and Paris. In 
the latterI have Been taken overa duke’s 
hotel and several rich banker’s houses or 
hotels, as they call them in Paris, The hand- 
somest house in London according to the 
American mind is the dwelling of an Ameri- 
can banker who has an American wife. Their 
whole establishment ts simply perfect in all 
its appointments for comfortable and lux- 
urious living.
